Toddler fights

injury A toddler is fighting for 
her life at the Stollery Children’s 
Hospital after she was backed 
over by a car Monday afternoon 
near Rocky Mountain House.

Mounties say no charges have 
been laid and it is not yet known 
how the toddler got into the 
path of the moving vehicle.

Two cops guilty of assault 


Judge rules officers trespassed in entering home without warrant

Two high-ranking Edmonton city 
police officers were convicted 
yesterday of assaulting and 
arresting a man in his own 
home without a search warrant. 

While two of the three officers ac¬ 
cused of assaulting him will face 
the consequences, the 47-year-old- 
victim said he’s not satisfied with 
Provincial Court Judge Vaughn 
Myers’ verdict. 


“I’m still in a battle here and 
don’t think that justice is being 
served,” he said from outside the 
courtroom yesterday. 

Dubois alleges Staff Sgt. Jamie 
Ewatski, Staff Sgt. Giovanni Fioril- 
li and Det. Teriy Brisco burst 
through his door without a search 
warrant as they were searching 
for his nephew, 28-year-old Kevin 
Light, who was wanted for 17 
charges. Dubois said after his 
nephew was led away, he became 
angry and called 9-1-1, claiming 
the officers assaulted him. 

In an agreed statement of facts, 


Another cop in court 

Const. Douglas Kurtis Brown, mean¬ 
while, pleaded not guilty to li 
charges yesterday to impaired driv¬ 
ing and improper storage of a 
firearm stemming from a crash in 
May that left one man in hospital 
with severe burns. 

Dubois repeatedly asked the offi¬ 
cers for a search warrant, to 
which Fiorilli responded, “Oh, you 
want some of this?” Dubois then 
pushed one of the officers. They 


then cuffed and pepper sprayed 
him. 

Fiorilli and Ewatski were each 
found guilty of assault. Brisco was 
found not guilty of assault. 

Myers ruled that Dubois had 
eveiy legal right to shove the offi¬ 
cer, because he was trespassing in 
his home. 

“Obviously (the judge) gave me 
a little credibility,” Dubois said. 

“They’re guilty of assaulting me. 
They’re guilty of pushing their 
way into my home. The disre¬ 
spectful manner that they had 
was atrocious.”

Katz needed 
financial help 
to buy Oilers 

loan Daryl Katz has secured 
a $100-million loan agree¬ 
ment with CIT group to help 
with the purchase of the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers, reported the 
Wall Street Journal. 

After several offers to the 
former ownership, the Ed¬ 
monton Investors Group, 
local billionaire Katz agreed 
to purchase the team in 
February for $200 million. 

“The debt markets have 
been a little finicky ... but 
this is a deal for a hockey 
team in Canada, where hock¬ 
ey is king,” Gordon Saint-De¬ 
nis, managing director of 
media, entertainment and 
sports for CIT, told the paper. 

Katz was introduced as 
owner of the team last week.

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In an already 
oversaturated real estate 
market, the city has 
decided to roll out 85 
new housing units for 
those looking to buy 
their first home with a 
bit of a break. 

“The city carries the 
mortgage. There’s no in¬ 
terest or no principle for 
five years,” said Mayor 
Stephen Mandel. 

“This is affordable hous¬ 
ing for those that are in¬ 


come-challenged, and for 
people making a relative 
piece of income.” 

The brand new town- 
houses range between 
$266,710 and $314,750 and 
will be built in two estab¬ 
lished neighbourhoods in 
the northeast and south¬ 
east ends of the city. 


There are a record num¬ 
ber of homes currently for 
sale and many have been 
sitting on the market for 
months, say real estate 
agents. 

The city plans to add 
11,000 new units to an al¬ 
ready flooded market by 
2011. 


“Supply will be eaten 
up,” Mandel said. “If you al¬ 
ways say ‘stop’ because of a 
glitch in the marketplace, 
it’s not going to happen.” 

Mandel added that many 
houses on the market were 
bought by speculators to 
turn a profit and that the 
new units are for people 
who will agree to live in 
them for at least five years. 

A draw will be made in 
August to decide who will 
move into the homes. 

“It’s all dependent on 
luck,” said Coun. Karen 
Leibovici. “It’ll be interest¬ 
ing to see how many ap¬ 
plications we get.” 


Strike up one more Guin¬ 
ness Book Record for the 
Australian sword swallow¬ 
ing sensation known as 
Space Cowboy. 

One of only around 40 
sword swallowers in the 
world, Cowboy broke the 
record yesterday for most 
weight suspended from a 
swallowed sword, which 
was 22.4 leg., by carrying 
weight of 24.6 kg in front of 
hundreds of onlookers at 
the Edmonton International 
Street Performers Festival. 

That’s right, most weight 
suspended from a swal¬ 
lowed sword. 

“It’s not painful, but it’s not 
the most comfortable thing in 
the world,” he joked. “I pretty 
much blew (the old record) 
out of the water today.” 

It was done with a sword 
attached to a weight bar and 
two kegs hanging off each 
side, pressing the sword as far 
into his stomach as it can go. 

Cowboy started his trade 
with unicycle riding when 
he was eight and continued 
on with his first sword swal¬ 
lowing at 16. 

“I’ve always been into the 
circus racket...I like ex¬ 
treme performances so I 
like doing what I like to 
see,” he said.

$4B for carbon capturing, transit

Alberta’s greenhouse gas 
reduction plan has been 
given a massive dose of fi¬ 
nancial fertilizer. 

After a cabinet meeting 
in Calgary yesterday, Pre¬ 
mier Ed Stelmach outlined 


a plan to dole out $4 bil¬ 
lion to stimulate “world- 
class” high-capacity car¬ 
bon-capture projects 
across the province, along 
with funding a Green Tran¬ 
sit Incentives Program that 
will increase the number 
of LRT and rail extensions. 

The move would also 
help build more park and 
ride lots in cities like Ed¬ 


monton and Calgaiy, said 
Stelmach. 

“We could well exceed 
our targets,” said Environ¬ 
ment Minister Mel 
Knight. 

Alberta, criticized re¬ 
cently for being a dirty oil 
hotbed by American gover¬ 
nors, has “an opportunity 
to lead in the world,” Stel¬ 
mach said, noting active 


industry participation will 
result in more dollars com¬ 
ing into the projects in the 
near future. 

Greenpeace’s Mike 
Hudema, however, doesn’t 
buy Stelmach’s green¬ 
house gas reduction plan 
saying carbon-capture 
technology is cost-preven¬ 
tative and “unproven.” 

“Burying carbon under 


the ground and hoping it 
stays there for hundreds of 
years is not the solution to 
the climate crisis,” said 
Hudema in a release. 

“It is time that this gov¬ 
ernment quits trying to 
distract the public and 
starts taking meaningful 
action to address human- 
induced global climate 
change.”

Stelmach said the initiatives, 
“unprecedented in scope and 
scale,” will be the equivalent 
of “taking one million cars off 
the road" and would help the 
province achieve its goal to 
cut greenhouse gas 
emissions in half by 2050.

Capital Health’s Shelia 
Weatherill was among 11 
chief executive health offi¬ 
cers across the province 
yesterday who received 
pink slips in order to pave 
the way for a new era of 
health care in Alberta. 

“This isn’t a cost cutting 
measure,” said Ken Hugh¬ 
es, health services chair. 
“This allows us to deliver 
health care, right across 
the province, to meet the 
specific needs of the indi¬ 
vidual patient. This is all 
about the patient.” 

The new system, howev¬ 
er, is expected to save the 
province millions of dol- 


dundancies with measures 
like centralized payroll 
and further “narrowing” in 
staff “where jobs no longer 
exist,” Hughes said. 

The move is part of 
Health Minister Ron 
Liepert’s plan to centralize 
all of the province’s health 
regions into one super 
health board. 

Hughes said the plan 
should improve services 
for patients for the next 20 
years. 

Liberal health critic Dave 
Taylor slammed the new 
system, drawing on past 
moves that whittled the 
province’s hospital boards 
from 200 to nine health re¬ 
gions that didn’t result in a 
better system.

MORGENTALER Members of a 
Catholic community yesterday 
returned an Order of Canada 
medal its founder received 32 
years ago to protest a high-pro¬ 
file abortion-rights activist's re¬ 
ceipt of the award.

Harper limits G8 
goals: Official 

Calls it “important advance" 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper worked to ensure 
that the Group of Eight 
leaders produced a climate 
change agreement that 
did not contain overly am¬ 
bitious goals for cutting 
greenhouse gases, a senior 
Canadian government offi¬ 
cial says. 

G8 leaders meeting in 
Japan put aside their differ¬ 
ences to reach an accord 
on tackling climate 
change, but environmen¬ 
tal groups blasted the 
agreement as woefully in¬ 
adequate to tackle one of 
the globe’s most challeng¬ 
ing problems. 

Harper lauded the ac¬ 
cord as an “important ad¬ 
vance” because U.S. Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush 


a “This is the 
first time 
that (Russia 
and the U.S.)

reductions” 

PM Stephen Harper 

dropped his enduring op¬ 
position to specific long¬ 
term goals for greenhouse 
gas cutbacks. The same is 
true of Russia, he noted. 
“This is the first time that 
either of those countries 
have conceded the necessi¬ 
ty of having a long-term 
mandatory goal for reduc¬ 
tions,” Harper told the me¬ 
dia.

Czech Republic, U.S. 
sign defence deal 


Russia threatens military action over shield 


The United States signed a 
pact yesterday to build 
part of a U.S. missile 
defence shield in the 
Czech Republic, prompting 
neighbouring Russia to 
warn it will react with mil¬ 
itary means if the shield is 
deployed. 

The U.S. and Czech for¬ 
eign ministers toasted 
with champagne after 
signing the accord to place 
a tracking radar southwest 
of Prague as part of a sys¬ 
tem to protect against the

perceived threat of missile 
attack from countries such 
as Iran. 

But Russia, in a state¬ 
ment reminiscent of Cold 
War rhetoric, warned the 
United States against de¬ 
ploying the shield close to 


its borders. 

“If the real deployment 
of an American strategic 
missile defence shield be¬ 
gins close to our borders, 
then we will be forced to 
react not with diplomatic 
methods, but with mili¬ 
tary-technical methods," 
the Foreign Ministry said 
in a statement on its 
www.mid.ru website. 

It did not give specifics 
but analysts said the 
threat appeared aimed at 
stoking European opposi¬ 
tion to the shield, reuters 


G8 nations to impose 
sanctions on Zimbabwe 


summit The Group of Eight 
rich nations agreed yester¬ 
day to impose sanctions 
against Zimbabwe’s leader¬ 
ship because of violence 
during the widely con¬ 
demned re-election of Pres¬ 
ident Robert Mugabe. 

The United States, 
Britain and Canada had 
lobbied for a strong stand 
at a G8 summit in Japan.

West Bank mall 
ordered to close 

mideast Israeli forces raid¬ 
ed a popular shopping 
mall in the occupied West 
Bank yesterday, ordering 
its closure for two years 
over its owner’s alleged 
links to Hamas. 

Palestinian shoppers 
defied the Arabic-language 
order, left at the complex 
and signed by an Israeli 
general, by flocking to the 
five-storey complex in the 
centre of the city of 
Nablus. “Those in charge 
of the property must... 
close it and keep it shut 
for two years, upon receipt 
of this order,” the 
document said, threaten¬ 
ing violators with a five- 
year jail term and giving 
shopowners until Aug. 15 
to move their businesses.

Growing up in Trail, B.C., a 
small nature city with a 
matching population, 
there was little for Lauren 
Bay to do besides play 
sports.

gotten — I don’t think any¬ 
one could have imagined 
that — but we’re certainly 
thankful and grateful that 
it has,” she said.

be one of the 15 players to 
represent our home and 
native land in softball at 
the Olympic Games in Bei¬ 
jing, where her parents 
and husband will be pres¬ 
ent to cheer her on.

Although white, silver and 
black dominate the global 
mass auto market, car buy¬ 
ers around the world are 
leaning toward various 
treatments of blue, accord¬ 
ing to leading auto indus¬ 
try designers and a global 
team of DuPont colour de¬ 
signers. 

“This year, we thought it 


would be interesting to ask 
car and colour designers in 
mid year about automobile 
buyers’ colour prefer¬ 
ences,” said Karen Surcina, 
colour marketing and tech¬ 
nology manager, DuPont 
Automotive Systems.

Even 
white will change, with ul¬ 
tra whites and yellowish 
whites giving way to clean¬ 
er versions.” 


“White seems to be the 
most prominent colour on 
the road and on eveiyone’s 
mind in design,” said Mollie 
Engel, senior colour design¬ 
er for Kia Design Center 
America.

Gas-saving tips: Makes 
cents or non-cents? 


With gas prices soaring to 
above $i. 40 /litre for regu¬ 
lar unleaded in some 
regions across the nation, 
tips about how to increase 
your car’s gas mileage and 
save money on gas are cir¬ 
culating widely. 

Much of this advice 
about how to increase your 
fuel mileage, however, is 
not worth the average dri¬ 
ver’s effort, according to 
NADAguides.com, a vehi¬ 
cle pricing and informa¬ 
tion website. 

There are, however, some 
strategies to improve your 
car’s gas mileage by 10 per 
cent or more, which does 
make good sense at today’s 
pump prices.

makes cents Drive slowly 
and steadily. The faster a 
car accelerates from a 
stop, the more gas it uses,

— the least aerodynamic 
vehicles, such as SUVs, 
tend to have the biggest 
improvements. 



Not all gas-saving advice will 
help you pay less at the pump. 


makes cents Keep tires 
properly inflated. If you 
do only one thing to im¬ 
prove your gas mileage, 
keep your tires properly 
inflated by checking their 
air pressure monthly. It’s 
not unusual to see fuel 
economy gains of about 10 
per cent with tires inflated 
at the recommended pres¬ 
sure. 

non-cents Fill up your gas 
tank when temperatures 


are coolest. One theory 
states that gasoline ex¬ 
pands with warmer tem¬ 
peratures, so a litre of 
gas is actually less than a 
litre when temperatures 
are higher. 

While this is true, the 
temperature in a gas sta¬ 
tion’s underground stor¬ 
age tank is fairly con¬ 
stant, typically varying by 
about one degree, regard¬ 
less of air temperature. 

non-cents Fill up when 
your tank is half-empty 
and use the slowest 
pump speed. Both pieces 
of advice stem from the 
idea that while gas is be¬ 
ing dispensed, you want 
the most amount of gaso¬ 
line and the least 
amount of vapours. But 
neither of these tips pro¬ 
vides any significant gas 
savings. 

non-cents (sort of) Light¬ 
en your load. Sure, eveiy- 
body talks about getting 
rid of unnecessaiy junk in 
your car to lighten your 
load and improve gas 
mileage, but when it 
comes to noticing a signifi¬ 
cant improvement in gas 
mileage, you’d have to 
eliminate at least 50 kilo¬ 
grams of cargo.

wigs, adjust their robes 
and slip into character. 

They are Cosplayers, a 
growing sub-culture of Tai¬ 
wan’s young generation. 
Cosplay, a combination of 
“costume” and “play,” has 
people dressing up as their 
favourite fictional charac¬ 
ters. Rooted in Asia, this 


popular trend has found 
it’s way around the world, 
including Canada. For the 
most part, costumes are in¬ 
spired by Japanese anime 
and manga characters, but 
in Taiwan, the local youth 
have put their own spin on 
it. Cosplayers dress as 
characters from PiLi Pup¬ 
pet Theatre, a traditional 
performance of wooden 
hand-puppets. This cultur¬ 
al phenomenon re-enacts 
Chinese legends of love, 
chivalry and heroism 
through the art of pup¬ 
petry.

You can play video games 
at home. Or you can be in 
the video game at 
Disney's newest ride, Toy 
Story Mania! Dubbed a 4- 
D adventure, the newest 
addition to Disney's 
California Adventure in 
Anaheim takes park goers 
through a series of virtual 
midway games led by the 
film's lead characters, Buzz 
Lightyear and Woody. 

It keeps score, it’s addic¬ 
tive and according to John 
Lasseter, chief creative offi¬ 
cer of Pixar and Walt Dis¬ 
ney Animation, this ride is 
exactly what Disney hoped 
for. “We wanted to create 
an attraction that was so 
fun, as soon as it’s over you 
want to get back on again,” 
Lasseter said. 

Sitting side-by-side and 


armed with spring-action 
shooters you launch virtu¬ 
al projectiles ranging from 
darts to midway rings at 3- 
D targets. And yes, it can 
be tough on the forearms 
so stretch first. 

Everything reacts to you, 
ballons burst showering 
you with virtual confetti 
and when rockets take 
flight directly at you, a per¬ 
fectly timed blast of air lets 
you feel them whirl by. 

They’re so real, that sev¬ 
eral people were seen try¬ 
ing to touch the images. 

And in each of the 
games, there is at least one 
"Easter egg" — a target 
that can trigger the ap¬ 
pearance of bonus, high- 
value targets and other 
changes in the scene. 

What makes this ride so 
addictive is the desire to 
improve your score and — 
more importantly — to 
beat the person beside you. 

The only thing keeping 


people from riding Toy Sto¬ 
ry Mania! repeatedly on 
opening day was a lineup 
stretching halfway across 
Californialand. But that’s a 
testament to people’s love 
affair with the characters 
from Toy Story. 

To soothe the wait, Dis¬ 
ney created a giant Mr. Po¬ 
tato Head that acts as a car¬ 
nival barker. It’s able to say 
several lines of dialogue to 


people in line as well as re¬ 
move a body part (his ear) 
and re-attach it. 

According to Lasseter, 
Toy Story Mania! is the first 
installment of a $1.1 bil¬ 
lion, five-year plan to up¬ 
grade Disney’s California 
Adventure, which opened 
in 2001. He said the next 
Disney movie to be turned 
into a ride will be Cars 
(2006).

Ever wondered what’s out 
there? Or in there? Or 
even, under there? 

Generations of moviego¬ 
ers have. With Friday’s re¬ 
lease of Journey To The Cen¬ 
ter Of The Earth, the next 
generation of movie fans 
can explore other worlds. 

“It already recalls some¬ 
thing like Jurassic Park, 
where there’s this notion of 
an unknown world that is 
discovered unwittingly,” 
said Charlie Keil, director of 
the cinema studies institute 
at the University of Toronto. 

“It has both the elements 


of exploration and sus¬ 
pense and surprise because 
of the various obstacles the 
explorers are going to find.” 

Getting a new perspec¬ 
tive is a movie tradition. 
You’ve probably never seen 
Trip To The Moon from 
1902, but perhaps you’ve 
heard the phrase Where No 
Man Has Gone Before. 

The Star Trek series start¬ 
ed on the small screen, but 
went big in 1979. The new 
take of Journey To The Cen¬ 
ter Of The Earth, starring 
Brendan Fraser, is a modem 
spin on an old story. A1959 
version of the film starred 
Pat Boone. Both are based 
on the Jules Veme book 
published in 1864. 


But our exploration fas¬ 
cination doesn’t have to be 
on a grand scale. 

Who could forget Hamil¬ 
ton’s Martin Short cruising 
around in a li’l ship inside 
Dennis Quaid in 1987’s In- 


nerspace? Or Toronto’s 
Rick Moranis as the flus¬ 
tered father in 1989’s Hon¬ 
ey, I Shrunk The Kids? 

“You could say it’s the 
same formula inverted, in 
a way,” Keil said. “Rather 


than being exposed to 
something larger than ex¬ 
pected, like a whole new 
world ... cinema can show 
you things you didn’t 
think were there ... things 
that are suddenly magni¬ 
fied so we experience 
them differently.” 

Keil says one of the mles 
of exploration movies is 
the effectively melding 
“spectacle and narrative.” 
He expects moviegoers 
will keep flocking to the¬ 
atres to see what surprises 
are in store. 

“Oh definitely. With 
(Journey), it’s being linked 
to the burgeoning re-explo- 
ration of the capacities of 
new 3D technologies ... 
everyone is saying the new 
3D technology is really 
quite convincing. So this 
kind of narrative will suit 
that technology to a T.”

Jewel has gone country — 
but then she says she al¬ 
ways was. 

The Grammy Award win¬ 
ner and judge on NBC real¬ 
ity singing contest 
Nashville Star argues her 
newest album, Perfectly 
Clear, isn’t so much about 
a reinvention of her sound 
as it is a return to her 
roots. Released last month, 
the album is full of Loretta 
Lynn-influenced narra¬ 
tives, swaying acoustic 
melodies and piano ac¬ 
cents — a touch of city 
slicker sophistication to 
her largely self-produced 
down-home sound. 

Jewel Kilcher penned 
much of the record grow¬ 
ing up in rural Alaska, 
playing honky-tonk road¬ 
houses with her dad and 
living on a ranch with no 
mnning water, a coal stove 
for heat and an outhouse 
for a toilet. 

“I grew up writing this,” 
says Jewel. “This is my life 
and my history. I didn’t 
wake up and become 
someone else or get a new 
sound. I’ve never felt like 
I’ve had to pick a team or 
something. I’ve liked what 
I’ve always liked, which is 
storytelling.” 

The album belies Jewel’s

past incarnations, and 
maybe for good reason. 
Her 2003 album 0304, 
commercially successful 
though considered a mis¬ 
step by critics and purist 
fans, ftised big band with 
urban dance beats. It was 
certainly a far cry from 
1995’s Pieces Of You — one 
of the most successful de¬ 
buts of all time. Jewel says 
the album was branded as 
alt-pop by a music industry 
riding the crest of the 
grunge rock tsunami 
caused by the success of 
bands such as Nirvana and 
Soundgarden, and should 
have been considered a 
country work if anything. 

Now, at 34, Jewel has 
mixed memories of her 
time at the top. As a 19- 


year-old living in a car in 
San Diego, she wasn’t 
ready for the ruthless reali¬ 
ties of life at the top of the 
charts. She recalls fre¬ 
quently fighting uphill bat¬ 
tles for creative freedom 
(which might explain 
0304). 

“I’m not trying to be a 
martyr or anything, but it 
is something to go from 
being homeless to being 
rich overnight. I was just 
not prepared for that at all. 
I don’t think anyone would 
be. I certainly had rock ‘n’ 
roll cliches happen,” she 
says. “The good news is 
that the more you’re in 
control of everything, the 
safer you are.” 

Lesson learned — after 
more than a decade as a 
major label artist, Jewel 
says educating herself on 
the business has led her to 
a position where she can 
do what she wants, when 
she wants, and she warns 
up-and-comers to do the 
same. 

“It’s a complicated busi¬ 
ness, and it’s not set up to 
help the artist win. 

It’s set up for everyone 
else to make money off of 
you,” she says. “The indus¬ 
try runs artists into the 
ground. You see these tal¬ 
ented kids and they’re 
broke. It’s heartbreaking, 
and it happens over and 
over.”

“It is a shame,” a media 
buyer told the magazine. 
“When the networks try to 
push the envelope a little 
and try to be more like 
HBO, the advertisers run 


away.”

closest 

thing to a rave that 
the show’s gotten so far 
is Matthew Gilbert in the 
Boston Globe, who says 
that after four episodes, 
it’s “almost really good, or, 
said differently, good 
enough to reveal how real¬ 
ly good it could be.” Peter 
Ames Carlin is a little less 
lukewarm in his Idiot Box 
column in the Portland 
Oregonian (great name for 
a TV column by the way.) 

Carlin calls the show a 
“disaster,” while admitting 


that, as a child of the ‘70s, 
he really wanted it to work. 
He complains about the 
music first of all, and he’s 
right — given a choice be¬ 
tween something really in¬ 
teresting and the most ob¬ 
vious Top 40 shorthand for 
the era, the show goes for 
the latter. Even when they 
shoehorn a Dylan song into 
the story, it’s the painfully 
obvious — and 12-year-old 
— It Ain’t Me, Babe. 

By 1976, there were 17 
Dylan albums that could 


have been mined for a 
song, including the 
painfully apt Blood On The 
Tracks, which was only a 
year old at the time. Ditto 
for You Can’t Always Get 
What You Want by the 
Rolling Stones — overused 
a long time ago as a quick, 
anthemic fix of adrenaline 
for too many soundtracks. 

But the big problem is 
the characterization. Car¬ 
lin points out the swinging 
Tom and Trina barely regis¬ 
ter as real people — Grant 


Show’s Tom is really just a 
delivery system for his 
moustache. Bruce and Su¬ 
san — the emotional core 
of the show, in theory — 
don’t sell their sudden 
urge to spice up their mar¬ 
riage with a bit of spouse¬ 
swapping with any real 
success, mostly because 
they don’t really seem all 
that into Tom or Trina, and 
as Susan’s nagging neme¬ 
sis, Miriam Shor’s Janet is 
all shrew, all the time. 
Sensing that her prim dis¬ 
approval was getting wear¬ 
ing, they got her wasted on 
pot brownies in episode 
four and practically re¬ 
made the character be¬ 
tween commercial breaks. 

Finally, Carlin is right 
that the kids are the most 
interesting characters, 
probably because the peo¬ 
ple who created it were 
kids in the first year of the 
Carter presidency, when 
the adults were acting like 
kids and the kids felt posi¬ 
tively middle-aged with 
prescient anxiety, but that 
might be too little, too 
late.
